Whether talking about his days 
at Broome Community College as a student, his plans 
for Meson Design & Development, or about his family 
whose pictures cover the walls of his office, itis obvious 
that this is a man with confidence, energy, and commit- 
ment.

Meson 
Fiber Optics designs and manufacturers communica- 
tion and fiber optic test equipment, electro-optic and 
data and telecommunications products, and has an OEM 
Electronic/Electro-Optic Engineering & Product De- 
velopment Department. Meson Communication Sup- 
ply is a distributor of fiber optic and communication 
equipment, hardware, components and supplies, while 
Meson Network Services maintains an excellent reputa- 
tion as a first class telecommunications installation 
company. MNS installs fiber optic, microwave, cellu- 
lar, and Broadcast/CATV/CCTYV systems, as well as 
local area networks and satellite earth stations. Telestar 
Communication Services is an Engineer, Furnish, and 
Install approved contractor for New York Telephone 
and specializes in central office network monitoring and 


alarm systems. 

With a staff of 23 full and part-time employees who 
are all BCC alumni or students, Meson has experienced 
phenomenal growth. Serving clients throughout the 
U.S. and Europe, in 1991 they grew by 20%, 30% in 
1992, and are projected to double in 1993. Meson is on 
the way to becoming recognized as a leader in the fiber- 
optic and telecommunications industry.

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Healthcare System ‘Fragile, Structureless’”’ Says Assemblyman 
James R. Tallon Delivers John H. Van Gorden Lecture at BCC

The healthcare delivery system in the U.S. is broken, says New York State Assemblyman James R. Tallon, and a major conflict 
between what Americans want and what they trust government to deliver is a stumbling block to its being fixed. 


“Economics and Ethics of Health Care Decisions” was the title of Assemblyman Tallon’s lecture, delivered at BCC. It was 
the third John H. Van Gorden Lecture given since 1990. Assemblyman Tallon, Majority Leader and 124th District 
representative, spoke on an area of his particular expertise - health care - before about 100 students and faculty. The lecture 
was preceded by a dinner hosted by BCC President Donald A. Dellow. 


Assemblyman Tallon said that healthcare, which represents about 12% of the U.S. Gross National Product, ishaving ane gative 
impact on the economy. He says that it is particularly destructive to America’s ability to compete globally considering that 
the percentage of GNP devoted to healthcare among chief competitors is closer to 6%. He said that a recent study projected 
that without correcting the system these costs would escalate to 20% of GNP by the year 2,000- and will absorb all salary and 
wage increases made between now and then. “The conflict between Americans’ basic philosophy of individualism, with its 
inherent distrust of healthcare program causes a dilemma,” said the Assemblyman. “We must come up with a policy that 
addresses both.” 


The John H. Van Gorden Lecture Series, administered by the BCC Foundation, is made possible by major gifts to endowment 
from Mr. Van Gorden and matched the IBM Corporation. Since Assemblyman Tallon’s lecture, both the John H. Van Gorden 
Endowment Fund and Emma P. Van Gorden Endowment Fund - established by Mrs. Van Gorden - have been merged. The 
income from the new Fund will be used to assist all Foundation programs designed for students, including the continuation 
of the Lecture Series and Scholarships in Nursing. The latter is of particular interest to Mrs. Van Gorden. 


Mr. Van Gorden is a retired executive from IBM. Mr. and Mrs. Van Gorden, who were long-time residents of Binghamton, 
now reside most of the year in Florida.

Dear Alumni Affairs Director, 

I was recently reading your editorial 
in the Fall BCC news and decided to share 
the impact that BCC had on me. It pro- 
vided a turning point in my life. 

I barely graduated from Maine-End- 
well High School in 1963.1 failed algebra, 
took no other math or physics courses, 
failed chemistry once and gota 65 when I 
took it a second time. 

After graduation, I joined the army 
and spent two years in Vietnam, where I 
had plenty of time and incentive to decide 
if | wanted to do something different with 
my life. Returning from Viet Nam, I 
visited BTCC and learned about the Pre- 
technical Program, which took borderline 
students and eased their transition into 
regular degree programs. I entered this 
program in 1966. I later went on to enter 
BTCC’s Chemical Engineering Technol- 
ogy Program and was fortunate to have 
outstanding instructors including Dr. 
Kushner, Mr. Stankiewitz, Mr. Fergus, 
and Mr. LoTempio. In addition to provid- 
ing an excellent education, these instruc- 
tors instilled in me a real love and enthusi- 
asm for a field that was not natural for me. 

After graduating from BTCC in 1971 
with a degree in Chemical Engineering 
Technology, I joined Union Carbide and, 
while working full-time as a laboratory 
technician, I went on to receive my B.S. 
degree from Farleigh Dickinson Univer- 
sity, summa cum laude. I then completed 
by M.S. in Chemistry and received a Ph.D. 
from New York University in physical 
organic chemistry. 

I have approximately 60 patents and 
publications. This includes two books and 
one other in progress. I am chairman of a 
number of technical committees and have 
chaired a number of very successful inter- 
national symposia. 

I really feel that one of the major 
benefactors to whatever success I have had 
has been the background that I received 
from BCC. Without BTCC, my life would 
likely be on the scrap heap somewhere 
since I was certainly headed there fast.
